portray the importance of getting all the people in the world hear about the message 
of the Kingdom of heaven and get them saved, God attached it as a condition that must 
be met before the return of Jesus Christ to take us to the father, (Matthew 24:14). 
Achieving this important task requires every person to be greatly committed to the great 
commission given to the Church. We all must deliberately choose not to only look after those 
people who are already saved, but also reach out to all the world and bring them to the saving 
powerof God. 

Something interesting blew my mind from the passage we read in the last month's publication 
about the prodigal son. I saw an alarming attitude of negligence and selfishness in the Church that 
we must get rid of in order to fulfill the true desires of God for all humanity. 

"Now his older son was in the field. And as he came and drew near to the house, he heard music 
and dancing. So he called one of the servants and asked what these things meant. And he said to 
him, 'Your brother has come, and because he has received him safe and sound, your father has 
killed the fatted calf.' 

"But he was angry and would not go in. Therefore his father came out and pleaded with him. 
So he answered and said to his father ; 'Lo, these many years I have been serving you; I never 
transgressed your commandment at any time; and yet you never gave me a young goat, that I 
might make merry with my friends. But as soon as this son of yours came, who has devoured your 
livelihood with harlots, you killed the fatted calf for him. ' 

"And he said to him, 'Son, you are always with me, and all that I have is yours. It was right 
that we should make merry and be glad, for your brother was dead and is alive again, and was 
lost and is found." (Luke 15:25-32-NKJV) 

There are two very powerful insights the Holy Spirit is directing our attentions to from this 
Scripture: 


GOD DESIRES THE WHOLE WORLD TO BE SAVED, 


Upon every believer is the responsibility to bring more people to also believe in what he or she 
believes. One of the proves of any genuine belief is the incessant desire to bring others to also 
believe in what the person believes. Belief is contagious, it is meant to spread out to others. 




Until you see the need to share with others what you believe, 
you don't really believe anything. Do not think that you are 
saved to only sit down at the corner of your house or church 
and be waiting to go to heaven. There are so many people out 
there who are in dare need of the salvation you are enjoying 
today. One of the ways to appreciate God for coming to save 
you through his Son is to bring more people to benefit from 
what you enjoy. Do not deny them access in any way. Be 
careful in howyou treat people who have made one mistake or 
the other in the church. Do not send them away because they 
fell, bring them closer to you and heal their wounds with the 
healing power of the God-kind of love. Do not rejoice when 
you see another brother or sister dying in sin. When a believer 
writes another believer off because he or she fell into the trap 
of the devil, that believer is simply not sure of what he or she 
believes. When the prodigal son went away, the elder brother 
never bothered to go after him. And when the prodigal son 
returned, the elder brother became angry and refused not go 
in to join in the celebration of his return. One would have 
expected to see the elder brother rejoicing as the father did, 
but he was bitterly disappointed that the father could still 
welcome such an unworthy prodigal son. Do not join those so- 
called Christians whose business in the church is to castigate 
and condemn those people who have mistakenly wronged 
them or have gone against the will of God. 

This unloving attitude is destroying the confidence of 
many people from coming to the Kingdom of God. Many 
believers who were mistreated because of the sins they 
committed in the past are now living without any sense of 
worth because of the pains of rejection and condemnation 
they suffer from other fellow believers. Do not hold unto the 
mistakes of others when God had since forgiven them. Arise 
and assume your responsibilities as God's representative on 
earth. Resolve to reach out to sinners with the love of God to 
bring them in and shelter them from the attacks of the enemy. 
Do not use condemnation to subject them to more hardship of 
life. Be passionate about saving the dying souls out there and 
join the evangelism, visitation, and follow up team of your 
Church to put smiles on the face of God. God's desire is to see 
the world repent of its sins and be restored back to him. The 
father loves and eagerly awaits the safe and sound return of 
the entire world. He hates to see them perish in sins. Do not 
waste more time in judging them. It is not the responsibility of 
the church to judge or punish people who sinned. The church 
is actually like a hospital where sin should be treated. It is 
God's Kingdom First Aid Agency, saddled with the 
responsibilities of undoing any damage caused by sin in the 
world and reconciling people to God. No wonder Jesus 
empowered the Church to forgive sins and not to maintain sin. 
"If you forgive anyone his sins, they are forgiven; if you do not 
forgivethem, they are not forgiven. "(John 20:23 — NIV) 

Allow the love of God to richly dwell in you so that it 
generously reaches out to others. Your life should be a channel 
through which many people can come to the father, please do 
not deny them access. Let us open the door for them, so that 
they can access the benefits of all that God has provided for 
them. God is always excited when any person comes back to 
him. Listen to the Words of Jesus about what God expects from 
every believer: 


Now the tax collectors and "sinners" were all gathering 
around to hear him. But the Pharisees and the teachers of the

Then Jesus told them this parable: "Suppose one of you has 
a hundred sheep and loses one of them. Does he not leave the 
ninety-nine in the open country and go after the lost sheep until 
he finds it? And when he finds it, he joyfully puts it on his 
shoulders and goes home. Then he calls his friends and 
neighbors together and says, 'Rejoice with me; I have found my 
lost sheep. ' I tell you that in the same way there will be more 
rejoicing in heaven over one sinner who repents than over 
ninety-nine righteous persons who do not need to repent. 

(Luke 15:1-7 -NKJV) 

Even so it is not the will of your Father who is in heaven 
that one of these little ones should perish 

(Matthew 18:14-NKJV) 

God's value for human lives is beyond human 
comprehension. No wonder, God could go to any length to get 
us back to himself; accepted to pay for our ransom with the life 
of his dearSon Jesus Christ. In other words, even if you were the 
only sinner in the world, Christ will still come to the world to die 
for you and get you reconciled back to God. That is how much 
God loves us. God's idea for saving mankind was not to save just 
few people or a very good number of people and leave the rest 
to perish. The price was fully paid for everyone; saved and 
unsaved. 

" This is how much God loved the world: He gave his Son, his 
one and only Son. And this is why: so that no one need be 
destroyed; by believing in him, anyone can have a whole and 
lasting life. God didn't go to all the trouble of sending his Son 
merely to point an accusing finger, telling the world how bad it 
was. He came to help, to put the world right again. 

(John 3:16-17 -THE MESSAGE)

recognized, appreciated, utilized, and maintained is when 
everyone, everywhere enjoys what has been fully paid for him 
or her. 




HE FATHER! 


... "And he said to him, 'Son, you are always with me, and all 
that I have is yours. 

Babes cry when in need, children ask when in need, 
sons take or demand for whatever they need. What 
distinguishes sons from babes and children is they understood 
that all that the Father has is theirs. The limited understanding 
of our enormous redemptive rights has built a deep level of 
hatred, envy and all manner of sins among believers. Even in the 
church, some people kill to possess what belongs to someone 
else, they condemn and castigate others just to be favored more 
than others; they compromise the truth because they have 
completely lost hope, they don't believe that they could 
succeed if so and so persons are also succeeding. The lives of 
many believers have been entangled by how to be mentally, 
materially, socially, and financially better than others at all cost 
that they completely abandoned what God has really called 
them to do as well as to have. 


They keep competing, laboring, crying and fighting for what is 
alreadytheirs. 

Do not feel insecured when somebody else is succeeding. 
The fact that somebody is succeeding doesn't mean that you will 
fail. God has not called us to a life of "survival of the fittest", but 
ratherto a life of abundance. No matter how much we use God's 
resources, we can never exhaust them. No matter how 
somebody is succeeding in anything, he or she cannot in any way 
diminish your own ability or opportunity to succeed. Many 
people are not just comfortable with the success of others just 
like the elder brother of the prodigal son. When a bishop sees 
how God uses an evangelist, he gets angry and uses his power to 
incapacitate him. When a pastor sees how his colleagues or 
members are doing well, he thinks of what to do to cripple them. 
When a believer sees the blessing of God upon other believers, 
he or she develops a deep hatred toward the other people. Some 
people just keep doing all manner of evils because they believe 
God is partial; He loves others more than them. You have to 
understand that to as many that receive and believe in him, they 
have the right to become sons of God (John 1:12). And sons 
naturally know that whatever belongs to the father also belongs 
to them. 

No true parents will be happy to see their child suffering 
over anything while they have the solution to it. True parents 
would not give their children stone instead of bread, or snake 
instead offish. If your earthly parents will labor to see you enjoy 
and lack nothing how much more your heavenly father who 
owns everything in heaven and on earth? (See Matthew7:9-ll) 

This older son just like many Christians doesn't know his rights 
as a son; he kept laboring and waiting for the day that the father 
would give him a young goat to eat with his friends. I could not 
believe what he was angry for; he thought his brother was a 
hindrance to his progress. Now that the brother is back, he wasn't 
likely to get that young goat that he has been laboring for all his life. 
The prodigal son understood his rights as a son and he kept enjoying 
them. He knew that he could demand for anything the father has 
and would be granted to him, he knew that if he goes back to the 
father as a sinner; the father would accept him back; after all he is 
still his son. Why are you worried while you actually have 
everything? The earth and everything in it belongs to your father. In 
fact, he has given you the whole earth to enjoy, (Psalms 116:15). 
That promotion you desire is actually yours, that child, husband, 
wife, house, car, just name it, is yours. Whatever the father has is 
yours as long as you are with him. You are entitled to perfect health, 
and everything you could ever need that pertains to life and 
godliness. The returned brother is not your problem; your mind is 
the real problem. Nobody's success or failure can be a hindrance to 
your success. The same access those people have to the father, you 
also have, and you only need to change your mind. Stop callingyour 
brother "this your son ..." and face your business. If you don't 
change your mind, your brother will keep enjoying everything, 
especially now that he is back while you continue to live in anguish. 
Peoplecannot exhaustthe provision that God has madeforthem no 
matter how much they demanded. The more they use, the more 
they multiply.
